IMPORTATION OF OPIUM.

A HnltNtilule Reported by Npnnlnr Mi-
ller lor I lie Priidiuit Bill.

Washington, March 2fl. Senator Mil-
ler, of California, reported from the Sen-
ate Committee on Foreign Relations, a
substitute for the bill to prohibit the im-
portation of opium. It prohibits the im-
portation of opium in any form by Chi-
nese subjects, provides for the seizure and
forfeiture of packages in whole or part of
opium consigned to Chinamen iu the
0nited States, for the punishment by line
and imprisonment of persons offending
against the act. It forbids the importa-
tion by anyone of opium upon vessels
owned by Chinamen, or carrying the
Chinese flag, even when chartered by
the citizens or subjects of another
country, provides for the seizure
and forfeiture of all the opium
found on such vessels iu United Suites
ports, iinpoces a fine equal to the value of
the opium seized, upon the master cf the
vessel. Whenever it appears that the
government of China has promulgated ap-
propriate legislation prohibiting citizens
of the United States from importing
opium into the open ports of China or
Iraiuqiortiiig it from one port to another,
or buying and selling opium in China,
consular courts are authorized to try of-

fenders and impose a fine and imprison-
ment upon conviction.

The people
on the Mississippi side are all in good
cheer, plowing and confident of escaping.

The steamer Captain Miller arrived up
from Natchez yesterday and from her
commander, Capt. W. A. Randlett, we
learned that the Kemp's levee gave way
Sunday afternoon and that when the
Miller passed there yesterday the break
was seventy feet wide and all hope of
closing it had been abandoned. At New
town the Miller took on forty refugees
trom the hood, whose dwellings had been
overflowed and otherwise rendered un
tenantable by the vast volume of water
which is now doing such great damage
along the banks of the lower Mississippi
river. 1 wenty passengers also took pass
age on the Miller at Hard Times, their
residences, like the poor unfortunates at
Newtown, having been submerged.

Nearly every house at Point Pleasant
has been Hooded, and the residents of that
place are contemplating a move. No
freight was received yesterday by the
Miller for any landing between this city
and Natchez, as there is not a single dry
spot on which it could be landed. Tlie
levee on the Towner place, just opposite
the old courthouse in the lower end of
Delta, La., gave way at 1 o'clock yester-
day morning, flooding the whole town
and all high ground between Delta and
the waters from the Biggs crevasse. At 5
o'clock last evening the water was one foot
deep in Van Us Bros.' store, and but s

were out except those built upon '

elevated pillars. Alt the upper stories of
the two-stor- y houses in the town are
crowded and many families are moving to
this city. The water at dark was steadily
rising at the rate of two inches per hour.

The officers of the Carroll report a more
cheerful state of affairs in upper Yazoo
and Tallahatchie rivers. At Sharkey's
on last Friday, the water had fallen
twenty-on- e inches and was falling at the
rate of three inches in twenty-fou- r hours,
and had been up to within nine inches of
the water of 1882. At Greenwood it had
fallen fourteen inches and was receding
at the-rat- of three inches in twenty-fou- r
hours, and was falling all the way down
to Yazoo City. From Satartia down there
is very little land out. .

Col. H. B. Thompson, of the State Levee
Board of Louisiana, arrived in this city at
11 o'clock last night on the steamer City
of Cairo, and from him a Commercial Her-
ald reporter learned that yesterday morn-
ing the river began falling at Lake Provi-
dence and fell half n inch in the four
hours ending at noon yesterday. The
river is also falling at all points from lake
Providence down, and it is thought that
the levees can now be held against the
present flood. The Ashton levee, which
at one time was thought to be in a dan-
gerous condition, is now out of all danger.
Col. Thompson reports that the one who
made the statement a heavy pressure of
logs is now against the Ashton levee was
in error, as in no place are the drift-log- s

closer than twenty feet to the levee. They
are held back from the levee by heavy
trees. At Ashton the river reaches a
point eight inches above the flood bight
of 1882. -

DARISG ATTEMPT TO SOB A BASK

Foiled hp the Proprietor Being-- Warned
A Warm Keeeptlon.

Winchester Falls. Tax.. March 26. A
daring attempt to rob J. T. James's bank
was made this afternoon by a party con-
sisting of Charles E. Bagley, aha Earth-ma- n,

Wyly Hayes, a boy eighteen years
of age named Parmenter and John Xin-cai- d,

a Texas ranger, the latter acting with
the robbers lor the purpose of trapping
them. The proprietor of the bank had
been notified of the intended robbery.

Sergt. Grimes, of the State troops,
was stationed in the vault.

Hayes and Parmenter
held tne horses outside, isagiey covered
the cashier, Ashby James, with a six- -
shooter and commanded him to place all
the money in a bag. James laughed
at the idea. His hilarity enraged
Bagley, who, with an oath, pre-
sented his pistol to the cashier's heart.
Sergt. Grimes, in the vault, instantly fired
the contents of a double-barrele- d shotgun
into Bagley, and Kincaid followed with a

Bagley staggered and fell,
with a bullet in his forehead and the buck-
shot in his breast. A book agent named
Wear who happened to be in the bank
rushed out. The boy Parmenter emptied
his pistol at him. The teller of the
bank, stationed in a store opposite,
thinking Wear one of the robbers, held
him at the muzzle of a Winchester.
